Sportsman Park. St. Ixnila. Ort. 9.— 
Tht* New York Yankees won their sec­ 
ond »uc< fBslve world series today, de­ 
feating the St. Ixmis Cards 7 to 3 and 
cleaning up the 1928 world series in 
four straight games. 
The Yank victory « a s a repetition 
of last year’s triumph over the Pitts­ 
burgh Pirates who also lost In four 
games, but 
today’s game 
produced 
thrills which the 37,331 fans iii Sports­ 
man Park will never forget, for the 
Cards seemed to have the game won 
until the fatal seventh inning, wtfen 
the blow fell. 
Babe Ruth led the attack in that 
inning with his second home run of 
the game—he made three of them al­ 
together 
today, equalling 
his 
own 
world's record established here two 
years ago. 
The Babe’s homer in the fatal in­ 
ning started Willie Sherdel, who had 
pitched ably up until that time, on 
the road to disaster. 
Gehrig followed 
with a homer and then the Cards went 
to pieces just as they had done in the 
previous games. 
Old 
Grover 
Cleveland 
Alexander 
came in to try to save the day but he 
was woefully ineffective and two hom­ 
ers were hit off him in the eighth in­ 
ning. 
Hoyt was hit freely in his second 
appearance against the National league 
champions. 


Sportsman’* Park, St. Louis, Oct. 
9.— The wearisome, one-sided world 
aeries of 1928 was resumed here this 
afternoon under a bright blue can­ 
opy of clear Missouri skies in 
the 
presence of far fewer fans than wit­ 
nessed the wierd Sunday game 
in 
which the New York Yanks scored 
their third straight victory over the 
St. Louis Cards. 
Waite Hoyt was elected Ivy Miller 
TTuggins to apply to the ruffled Red 
Birds a coat of the same whitewash 
dealt out to the Pittsburgh Pirates 
n year ago. 
Anxious to escape the ignominy of 
defeat in four 
consecutive 
games 
without a single victory, Bill 
Mc- 
Kechnie, manager of the Cards, en­ 
trusted the pitching job to his little 
left-hander, Willie Sherdel, who did 
bo well in the opener 
at 
Yankee 
stadium. 
McKechnle also had old 
Grover Alexander take his turn in 
batting practice and warm-up, ready 
for duty if he should be needed. 
An hour before game time, with 
the fans drifting rather disinterest­ 
edly into the hall park and hundreds 
of vacant seats yet to be filled, the 
Cards’ manager announced that he 
would stand pat on his original line­ 
up Instead of making a last-minute 
shakeup. 
The Yank special was ordered to 
have steam up and be ready to leave 
for New York with the world cham­ 
pions at 7 P. 
lo anticipation of 
another victory. 
The betting was five to four in 
favor of the American Leaguers to 
win today's game. 
So warm was the afternoon that a 
majority of the fans, even some in 
the shadows of the 
double-decked 
stands, sat in their shirt sleeves. 
The band perspired in its 
high- 
collared uniforms, but kept 
up 
a 
brave burst of popular airs. 
The Cards went through their bat­ 
ting practice with vim and 
vigor, 
hut the crowd looked

Sportsman Park. St. Louis. Oct. 9.- 
The New York Yankees won their sec 
ond successive world series today, de 
feating the St. Louis Cards 7 to 3 and 
cleaning up the 192S world series in 
four straight games. 
The Yank victory was a repetition 
of last year’s triumph over the Pitts 
burgh Pirates who also lost in four 
games, but 
today’s 
game 
produced 
thrills which the 37,331 fans in Sports­ 
man Park will never forget, for the 
Cards seemed to have the game won 
until the fatal seventh inning, wlien 
the blow fell. 
Babe Ruth led the attack in that 
inning with his second home run of 
the game—he made three of them al­ 
together 
today, 
equalling 
his 
own 
world’s record established here two 
years ago. 
The Babe’s homer in the fatal in­ 
ning started Willie Sherdel, who had 
pitched ably up until that time, on 
the road to disaster. 
Gehrig followed 
with a homer and then the Cards went 
to pieces just as they had done in the 
previous games. 
Old 
Grover 
Cleveland 
Alexandei 
came in to try to save the day but he 
was woefully ineffective and two hom­ 
ers were hit off him in the eighth in­ 
ning. 
Hoyt was hit freely in his second 
appearance against the National league 
champions. 


Sportsm an’s Park. St. Louis, Oct. 
9 .— The wearisome, one-sided world 
series of 1928 was resumed here this 
afternoon under a bright blue can­ 
opy of clear Missouri skies in 
the 
presence of far fewer fans than wit­ 
nessed the wierd Sunday gam e 
in 
which the New York Yanks scored 
their third straight victory over the 
St. Louis Cards. 
Waite Hoyt was elected by Miller 
TTuggins to apply to the ruffled Red 
Birds a coat of the same whitewash 
dealt out to the Pittsburgh Pirates 
a year ago. 
Anxious to escape the ignominy of 
defeat in four 
consecutive 
games 
without a single victory, Bill 
Mc- 
Kechnie, manager of the Cards, en­ 
trusted the pitching job to his little 
left-hander, Willie Sherdel, who did 


b o well in the opener 
at 
Yankee 
stadium. 
McKechnie also had old 
Grover Alexander take his turn in 
hatting practice and warm-up. ready 
for duty if he should be needed. 
An hour before game time, with 
the fang drifting rather disinterest 
edly into the hall park and hundreds 
of vacant seats yet to be filled, the 
Cards’ manager announced that he 
would stand pat on his original line­ 
up instead of making a last-minute 
shakeup. 
The Yank special was ordered to 
have steam up and be ready to leave 
for New York with the world cham­ 
pions at 7 P. Af. in anticipation of 
another victory. 
The betting was five to four in 
favor of the American Leaguers to 
win today’s game. 
So warm was the afternoon that a 
majority of the fans, even some in 
the shadows of the 
double-decked 
stands, sat in their shirt sleeves. 
The band perspired in its

collared uniforms, but kept

The Cards went through their bat­

Says Smith Fails to Grasp the 
Situation and Doubts 
His Competence.

J. C. Penney, president of one of tile 
largest chain store organizations in 
the country, declares that, although 
he has been a life-long Democrat, he 
will support Herbert Hoover for the 
Presidency. 
In his declaration Mr. Penney en­ 
thusiastically supports Hoover’s stand 
on farm relief, which, he declares, is a 
matter of business and not of more 
laws. 
“The well-being of the country rises

the 
farmers maintain herds of blooded 
stock they earn profits, whereas the 
farm er who has poor stock cloes just 
as much work and .gets no return. 
This shows in our store incomes. And 
so I have a demonstration herd of 
Guernsey cattle, which I take around 
the country myself in order to teach 
the lessons of economical production. 
We are likewise working en beef cat­ 
tle and .sheep. 
“The farm problem Is not a new one 


to me, and I ani not In it for amuse 
ment. 
In the light of my exp Fence 
It seems to me that few men have 
ever shown so slight a grasp of the 
Situation as did Governor Sm ith--if 
his acceptance speech is to be taken 
as his best effort.

GOV. SMITH’S TRIP CONVINCES THE CATION WE MEEH HOOVER 


Governor S m it h ’s to u r of the W est, his first venture into 
polities of more th an local im portance, has been a distinct gain for 
the Republican ticket. 
Even from Democratic sources come admissions that the 
Governor hurt his cause during his visit to tho farm states.
